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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that claims 1-12 are tangible 
results therefore, overcomes the 101 rejection. However, claim 1 does not create a tangible real world result because the claim, claimed a 
data signal from the medium to the EFM modulation and further generate another signal, which is not a tangible result. Applicant argue 
that claims 1-12" produce a real-world result of genereating merging bits for keeping the average potential of the NRZ of the bits near the 
DC potential and in compliance with the NRZ data format according to the Red book standard for CD data." However, CD data is not 
claimed in claim 1, and what is claimed is a mathematical algorithm, with no practical application used and no concrete tangible result is 
claimed. Applicant also mention that "the mathematical operations are used in a process for keeping an average potential of the bits of 
data output from the eight-to fourteen modulator near DC potential," which is merely a mathematical result of mathematical algorithm.
